Sunday Public-Libraries Again. 
TUE DEBATE IN THE SENATE 


The bill passed by the House of Representatives 
on Monday last, a lowWtoy Cities and towns to open 
the public branes on Sundays, reached Che Sen- 
ate and was considered on Friday aliernoon last. 

Mr. Monroe ot Nortolk opposed the bill. “This 
contest had been going on tor Otleen vears. He 
had never heard ot any library outside of Boston 
which it was desired to open, and he could see no 
Necessity why it should be dove, for he was not 
aware that anybody had complained that they 
could not yeta sufficient number of books to last 
them over the Sabbarn.  Yetit was not the peo- 
ple ot Boston who were anxious to have the libra 
ry opened, butait was a ceriain class of people who 
had a theory that the Sabbath ought fo be more 
secularized than now. Sabbath observance has 
never done harm to any people, and it New Eni- 
land enjoys any pecular character i has arisen 
from such observanee. Tn his view there is no 
call tor the opeming of public libraries by persons 
who are desirous of visting such hbraries on Sun- 
day, but it comes trom Chose who wish to use this 
measure as anenterum wedge againsé Sabbath 
Observance, by persons who would. it trey could, 
obliterate any recoguition of Christianity or ot a 
Divine being. Phe committee had this subject 
under consideration, on a peiition, but after gre- 
Ing every opportunity tor a hearing, dono one 
availing himeel! of if, the e¢ orlered 
that leave to withdraw be reported. Phis report 
was kepttn the hands of the chairman for twa

Can any good reason be given why the nation | 
should not choose its cadets and midshipmen as | 
an individual chooses a clerk or an apprentice? 
Mr. Northrop, Superintendent of Education in 
Conneciicut, is urging the adoptivoa of competitive 
examinations for students at Aunapolis and West 
Point. We are also constantly told that such ex- | 
aminations ave the panacea for all the evils of our 
civil service. Butfthere seems to be no effort 
among these who juin ia this ery to point out 
what the strong aol weak points of the system 
are. In England, where it has been extensively 
tried, opinions vary; in this country, where it is 
almost untried, the system seems to be taken as a 
matter of course. Let us consider it. 

There are two practicable systems of examina- 
tion—that which is strictly and exclusively written, 
and that which is wholly or partly ora/. The 
merit of the written examination is, that it is the 
only impartial one. Give a dozen boys the same 
questions and the same space to answer them, 
without assistance from tie teacher; then gather 
up the questions and have them all inspested by 
the same man, without his knowing the names of 
the candidates—and you have something as near 
mechanic'l perfection as human nature will ad- 
mit. This is the merit. The defect is, that ia 
the written examination you test only literary 
quaiifications; you can never guess whether

but books; and you may get mere pedants, where 
you need men. Worse yet, they may not even 
be genuine pedants; for in a written examination 
it is almost impossible to discriminate between 
the results of ten years’ study and ten days—be- 
tween knowledge and cram. 

But we need not stick to the written examina- 
tion, you say—we will have the boy up and ques- 
tion him. Ah! but with the first oral question 
the principle of strict mathematical justice disap- 
pears; and the slightest thinz, an unfortunate 
vo'ce or manner, & stammering utterauce, a pre- 


weigh everything else, aud the choice amounts 
simply to a guess made by three men instead of 
one. Any person acquainted with schools knows 
that nothing in this world deals out less accurate 


question, more or less—nay, the choice of after 
dinner or betore dinner for the examination may 
turn the scale. And the unfairness of a commit- 
tee has this disadvantage over the unfairness of 
the original appointer, that their responsibility is 
more remote and they cannot so easily be held to 
account. It the Honorable Mr. Bunkum is to ap- 
point a cadet, he may feel some pride in selecting 
a creditable candidate. But if he is permitted to 
share his responsibility with an examining com- 
mittee, the responsibility will be divided with the 
power, so that nobody has much of either.
